Easter Reflection 

This Easter season was different than most others for 
me. My sister-in-law, Brenda, was dieing of cancer 
and I was supposed to deploy 5 days after Ash 
Wednesday. My biggest fear was that my sister-in- 
law would pass away after I left home and I wouldn't 
be able to be with my brother and my family during 
their grief. I left home on March 1 st , my sister-in-law 
passed away on March 5 h . I had brought with me a 
few books, a small bible that my mother had given me 
and I had picked up a few things to read in the base 
chapel. Somehow, in-spite of my stubborn 
Norwegian heritage, the Holy Spirit got a hold of me 
all the way in Kyrgyzstan. From somewhere within 
me, I developed a desire to know and love God in a 
way that I've never experienced before. I began 
reading and praying. I asked God to help me make 
this lent a tme time of repentance, growth and love. I 
discovered that God is every where...every where we 
look, and I had spent a long time either not looking or 
looking with the wrong heart. I discovered that I had 
spent to long believing that anything good in my life 
was due to my own abilities. I had ignored the 
possibility that God may have had something to do 
with all the goodness in my life. None of this 
discovery has anything to do with me; it is due to the 
merciful forgiveness of our Heavenly Father and my 
little brother who lost his wife at the age of 30. My 
brother and his wife Brenda were at total peace with 
God's will prior to her death. They had spent years 
talking about all the possibilities of death and life after 
death and praying. When Brenda was near death, my 
brother said that he didn't know why people were sad, 
Brenda was going to be with God and after all, our 
only reason for being on earth was to prepare for 
heaven, she made it. These were the words from my 
little brother, the one in the family who should know 


the least since he hasn't lived as much life as the rest 
of us. He told me what God has dways said but I 
failed to believe, that life on earth is short and we 
shouldn't become attached to it or anything in it, 
instead we should place our eyes on heaven and 
eternal life. The books I brought with me were from 
my little brother, one of them is called Introduction to 
the Devout Life. The book walked me through the 
process of purgation, getting rid of sin and getting rid 
of the love of sin (I thought purgation had something 
to do with an eating disorder until I read this book). 
Thanks to Catholic Chaplin Father Kevin Cody, I did 
my best to work through the process here in 
Kyrgyzstan. I will come home a sinner, just as I left, 
but I will come home knowing that it is only by the 
grace of God and through His sons death and 
resurrection that my sins are forgiven and it's only 
because of His love and grace that I know this. Thank 
you all for your prayers, letters and cards. I continue 
to pray for all of you.
